The Btorj of thin discovery has boen 


told by Mr. Holden himself iu the Hounc 
of Commoni before a select committee 
appointed to inquire into the working* 
of the patent laws. We cannot do bet- 
ter, therefore, than to give it in his own 
words: "I began an an inventor on a 
very small scale," aaid Mr. Holden, in 
the course of his evidence. 
"For what 


1 know, I was the first inventor of luci 
fcr matches; bat it wag the result of a 
happy thought. In the morn I used to 
get up at four o'clock in order to pursue 
my studies, and I used at that time the 
flint and steel, in the use of which I 
found very great inconvenience. 1 gave 
lectures in chemistry at the time at a 
very large academy. Of course I knew, 
as other chemists did, the oiplosivc ma- 
terial that was necessary in order to pro- 
duce instantaneous light; but it was very 
difficult to obtain a light on wood by 
that explosive material, and tho idea 
occurred to me to pat under the explo- 
sive mixture sulphur. 
I did that, and 


published it in my next lecture, and 
showed it. 
Thuro wna a young man in 


the room whoso father was a chemist in 
London, and he immediately wrote to 
his father about it, and shortly after- 
ward lucif'or matches were issued to the 
world. 
I believe that was the first oc- 


casion that we had the present luoifor 
iiialfh, and it was one of those inven- 
tions that HOIIMJ people think oujjht to 
he protected by a patent. 
I think tlmt 


if all inventions were like that, or if v,f 
cnuld distinguish one from the othur, 
tho principle might hold good. 
I f u l l 


inventions were ascertained and carried 
nut inln practice with as iinich faultily 
an in this casp, no ono would perlmpH 
think of taking out a patent immediate- 
ly; but I thought it was so small a mat- 
ter, and it rnst mo so little labor, that I 
did nut think it proper to go and get 11 
patent, otherwise [ have no doubt it 
would huvo been 
very profitable-."—

The Senator 
wns listened to with breathless silence, 
and when he concluded liii speech was 
greeted with great applause. The feel- 
ing among the Southern Senator* at 
3 15 was to continue the discussion, 
eulogizing Davis indefinitely. 


WAHHINOTON, 1). U., Mtrch 1.—The 


statement industriously circulated in 
this morning's general oSspatebe* to the 
effect that the report submitted by 


Potter to the Potter Commit- 


tee was not partisan enough, has ex- 
cited much amusement among the Be- 
publican members of tho Committee. 
Tho truth is that tho document pre- 
pared by Potter ia so outrageously 
partisan that it startled even _«uch 
malignants as McMahon and Springer.
